Another crifis feems to be rapidly approaching at 
Paris. We have already faid - the late changes 
rwere not likely to be permanent, and the elevation of 
men, who were little known, and who poffeffed little 
influence, afforded us a reafonable ground for entertain- 
ing this opinion. When, after a violent {truggle, one 
party triumphs decifively over another, the fupreme 
power paffes into the hands of the leaders of the fuccefs- 
ful party—when the Girondifts funk under the power 
of the Jacobins, Rebefpierre and his. adherents aflumed 
the direction of affairs. It is only when parties are al- 
moft equally balanced that they enter into compromifes, 
adopt temporifing expedients, and appoint perfons who 
have little commanding influence over either party.— 
This has been the cafe at Paris—neither of the two 
parties was able to deitroy the other, both had in view 
the annihilation of the power of Merlin, Reveilliere, and 
Treilhard, but neither patty was {trong enough to raife 
its own leaders ¢o the fupreme authority. Hence they 
compromiled, and hence they agreed to the nomination 
of men not celebrated for great talents, nor poffefled of 
much influence. All the meafuses adopted fince the 
fall of the three Ex-dire€tors have been in the nature of 
compromifes. Though the new Direétory have dit- 
miffed the old minifters, they {till evinced in the mode 
of doing it, an unwillingnefs to irritate them, and they 
thanked them for paft fervices. The new minifters 
have been chofen from the two parties. Robert Lin- 
det has been felefted as a balance again{t Cambaceres, 
and Rheinhard againft Bourdon.

THE WAR IN INDIA. 

The victory over TirP00,.which we announced in eur 
laft, was confirmed by difyatches from Bombay, fent by 
Mr Fawcett, which were yeflterday read in the Court 
of Direétors of the Eaft India Company. 

The aétion tock place at the entrance of the Ghauts 
on the 6th of March, and the victory was brilliant and 
complete. It was attended with great lofs in the fiel#l 
to the perfidious Prince who provoked our arms, and in 
its confequences may involve his fall from a throne which 
he has held, fince the peace of Scringapatam, by the 
forbearance and generolity of Great Britain. 

A letter from General Sruarr’s camp at Seedapore, 
dated the roth of March, ftates, that Tiproo’s army 
was then moving from Periaputtam, apparently to the 
eaftward, and that the Koorgs were in pofieflion of the 
hil of Seedafeer. 

Extract from the General Orders, iffued by the Com- 
mander in Chief, General Stuart, after the battle: 

BY THE COMMANDER IN CHIEF. 
“ Camp near Seedapore, March 7.1799. 

“ The Commander in Chief is happy to have so early an op- 
portunity of congratulating the army on the brilliant success 
obtained in the conflict of yesterday, in which they were oppo- 
sed by the largest body of’I'1rro00’s principal troops, command- 
ed by hirtiself in person. He has, on this occasion, particularly 
to return his thanks to Major-General Hartiey, who exert- 
ed Rimself with his usual judgment; to Lieutenant-Colonel 
Monrresor, and the right Native Brigade, who sustained, 
for the greatest part of the day, the repeated and warm attacks 
of the enemy’s armiy, after they had surrounded him on all 
sides. ‘Io Lieutenant-Colonel Duntop, and that part of the 
European Brigade, for their spirited charge, which finally de- 
feated the ehemy, his thanks are also due.” 

The Frerch frigate La Forte, whofe capture we 
mentioned formerly, did net {trike her colours until she 
Joft her Captain and-all her officers. When the thip 
flruck, the command of her was in the poffeflion of a 
boy. La Forte mounts 50:guns, and was full of men. 
She was commanded by the famous Admiral De Serci, 
a pupil of Suffrein’s, and one of the molt aétive and dif- 
tinguifhed naval officers in the French fervice. While 
the Eaft India Company have to rejoice at getting rid 
of fo formidable an enemy, every man mult lament the 
fate of a brave officer; he had the charaéter of great 
humanity towards thofe whom the chance of war threw 
into his power.

—COMBINED FLEETS— 

On Saturday morning Lieutenant Trufcot, of the 
Louifa gumbiig, arrived at the Admiralty, with dif- 
patches from Earl £t Vincent at Gibraltar. 

It appears ‘rom the accounts brought by this morn- 
ing’s poft, that Lord Keith had not formed the bloc- 
kade of Cadiz, nor had he aétually paffed the Gut when 
the Louifa cutter failed; but having been apprifed of the 
motions of the combined fleets, he had affembled 33 
fail of the line, 11 of which were three-deckers, and 
having laid in a fupply of water, &c. at Minorca, ‘was 
on the point of failing from thence in purfuit of the 
enemy when the Louifa left him on the 2d of July. 

For the three following days there was a freth of 
wind as fair as it could blow, which Lieutenant T'rof. 
cott conceived would bring Lord Keith to Gibraltar 
very fhortly after his departure from thence on the 2oth, 
at which time the Spanifh fleet were lying in the inner 
harbour at Cadiz, whilft the French were moored in 
the outer road. It was rumoured that a ferious mif- 
underftanding had taken place between the French and 
Spaniards, and that the latter had pofitively refufed to 
accompany the republicans to Brett, where, in confe- 
quence of having troops on boatd, they waated to go 
to obtain the fupplies which they could not pracure at 
Cadiz. 

A letter from Plymouth, of Friday’s date, contains 
the following information :— 

La Suffifante of 14 guns has juft arrived from a 
cruize, in which fhe yelterday chaced, and near the 
Seven Iflands, came up with, the Tartar privateer of 
Guernfey, which, on the 2oth July, at 10 P. M, left 
Gibraltar, being fome hours fubfequent to the departure 
of the Louifa. 

The Tartar relates, that intelligence had been recei- 
ved atthe Rock, by a flag of truce from Cadiz, of the 
particulars of the arrival of the combined fleet 3) which 
the Freach Admiral faid would there wait the approach 
of the Britifh, in order to give them battle. 

The ‘Tartar adds, that the force of the enemy con- 
fifted of 60 fail, and that intelligence had been received 
at Gibraltar from Lord Keith, who, with 33 fail, wait- 
ed off Malaga to be joined by Lord Nelfon, who, when 
the laft advices left him, had 22 {ail of the line. 

Between 30 and 40‘fail of tranfports arrived at 
Ramfgate on Saturday from the Downs, to take on 
board troops for the fecret expedition; they were to be 
followed by 50 others. A line of battle fhip and a fri- 
gate, each towing four flat-bottomed boats, to be em- 
ployed for the debarkation of troops, paffed that place on 
Friday night. Like preparations are making at Dover, 
Margate, Rye, &c. 

The Ruflian troops to be employed in the expedition 
waited for tranfports at Revel on the 8th of July. 
They are reported to be a very fine body of men. The 
firft divifion will be about goo ftrong. . Captain Popham 
and Lieutenant Pratt, of the 49th regiment, are at Re. 
vel, fuperintending the embarkation.
